P R E F A E. 


A preceding publication, to which this catalogue 
bears ſome relation, in regard to the general ſubject 
of religious liberty *, more particularly concerned 
the queſtions of the © right, utility, edification 
and fucceſs of eſtabliſhing ſyſtematical confeſſions - 
of faith and doctrine in proteſtant churches.” The 
preſent, is confined to the queſtion of toleration, - 
as it affects the terms, on which the clergy among 
the proteſtant-diſſenters ſhall be allowed to exerciſe 
their miniſtry ; and the right of eligibility in every 
citizen to the appointment to civil offices, indepen- 
dent of their compliance with the ſacramental teſt 
now required by law. 

It were foreign to the deſign of either of theſe 
tracts, to enter into the extent, obligation, and 
conſiſtency of the chriſtian and proteſtant principle, 
which leaves every man at full liberty to profeſs, 
publiſh, and teach his religious opinions, without

control or hindrance from any penal laws, ex- 
preſſed or implied, poſitive or negative. 

The intention of this catalogue, is only to pre- 
ſerve a general and collected reference to what 
has been written on both ſides of theſe queſtions; 
that whenever the ſtudies of an individual, or the 
future meaſures of any body of men, ſhall lead 
them to renew and proſecute the inquiry, they may, 
the more readily, have recourſe to the facts and 
arguments adduced on the late occaſions. 

The former tract included a claſſed ſeries of all 
the pamphlets that had then been written in con- 
ſequence of that juſtly admired, and very valuable 
work, the Cox Ess ION AL, which was firſt pub- 
liſhed 1766; and of the cLERNICAL PETITION, 
preſented to parliament the 6th of February 1772 
And though it will now admit of ſome conſiderable 
additions, which may, at no very diſtant time, be 
added to it, was tolerably correct, in the ſecond 
edition, printed, 1775. 

Some of the arguments made uſe of, in the 
courſe of the debate in the houſe of commons on the 
6th of February, by ſeveral members, who were 
adverſe to the petition. of the clergy of the eſta- 
bliſhed church, and in habits of compliance with 
the prime miniſter, were conſidered as affording a 
I very promiſing opportunity for an application to 
F the legiſlature for an enlargement of the toleration 
, of proteſtant-diſſenting-miniſters, who, (as had 
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been obſerved in the houſe,) did not receive any of 
the revenues of the eſtabliſhed church. 

Frivolous as was the diſtinction, in a chriſtian 
and proteſtant light, which was made by ſome of 
the principal ſpeakers againſt the clerical petition 
the proteſtant-diſſenters very properly availed them- 
ſelves of the favorable diſpoſition of the commons 
towards their caſe. Sometime in the latter end of 
March the ſame year (1772.) fir Henry Hoghton, 
introduced the ſubject: and on the 3d of April, 
leave was given to bring in a bill © for the further 
relief of his majeſty's ſubjects diſſenting from the 
church of England; when fir Henry Hoghton, 
fir George Savile, and fir William Meredith, were 
directed to prepare, and bring in the ſame *®. The 
bill was accordingly preſented and read the firſt 
time, on the 7th of April : and on the queſtion 
being put on the 11th of the ſame month, whe- 
ther the bill. ſhould be read a ſecond time, then, 
or on that day three months, it was carried in favor 
of the bill, by a conſiderable: majority 1. The op-

On the third of February 1773, the application 
to the houſe of commons was repeated by the ſame 
member who had ſo ſucceſsfully introduced it the 
preceding year. On the 22d of the ſame month, 
in a committee of the whole houſe, appointed to 
conſider of ſuch motion, Mr. Harris, fir 
Hoghton, fir George Savile, Mr. Dyſon, fir Wil- 
ham Meredith, Mr. Frederick Montagu, and fir

bring in the bill: and on the 2d of March, the bill 


was read the firſt time, and on motion for reading 


it a ſecond time, it was reſolved in the affirmative, 
and ordered to be printed. * 

The day following, (March 3,) a counter pe- 
tition was preſented to the houſe, which, on ac- 
count of the ſingularity of its contents, I will 
tranſcribe from the journals, -barely premiſing, 
that the petitioners did no more anſwer the de- 
ſcription of proteſtant-difſenting-miniſters, inte- 
reſted in the bill, than the matter and ſpirit of 
the petition became chriſtians and proteſtants. 
The journals record that a petition of a great 
number of his majeſty's ſubjects, the proteſtant- 
diſſenting-miniſters, and likewiſe others of his ma- 
jeſty's ſubjects diſſenting from the church of Eng- 
land, was preſented to the houſe, and read; ſet- 
ting forth, that the petitioners being informed, 
application is making to the houſe for a hill for 
the relief of 'proteſtant-diffenting-miniſters, in the 
matter of ſubſcription, and for obtaining the re- 
lief for tutors and ſchoolmaſters; and that the 
petitioners are well ſatisfied with the preſent mode 
of qualification, preſeribed in the act of tolera- 
tion, from a full conviction, in their own con- 
{ciences, that the articles of the church of Eng-

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land, as now by law eſtabliſhed, are true and im- 
portant; and conſider them as the baſis of their 
hope, and the moſt powerful incentive to a ſincere, 
ſtedfaſt, and chearful obedience, and are con- 
tained in the holy ſcriptures; and that, by altering 
the law, it would ſet aſide thoſe eſſential doc- 
trines contained in the articles of the church of 
England, on the faith of which the reformation 
was founded, as well as it would become the oc- 
caſion of diſſention and animoſity amongſt bre- 
thren, with whom we wiſh a continuance of the 
moſt cordial harmony ; and of weakening, if not 
diſſolving, that pleaſing union, which happily 
ſubſiſts between the eſtabliſhed church, and thoſe 
who diſſent from it: and, therefore, praying, that 
the petitioners may be heard, by their counſel, 
againſt the ſaid bill paſſing into a law: and that 
they may have ſuch other relief in the premiſes 
as the houſe ſhall think fit.”---Whereupon it was 
ordered that the ſaid petition do lie on the table, 
uncil the bill be read a ſecond time, and that the 
petitioners be then heard, by their counſel, againſt 
the ſaid bill, upon their petition, if they think 
fit ©, | "Sb I 
The ſecond reading came on, the roth of 
March, but no counſel appeared. The queſtion 
was carried, upon a diviſion.

The upper houſe, P19 Ha were equally tena- 
cious of their judgment, and now, as on the former 
occaſion, equally diſpoſed to aſſiſt the hierarchy, 
and to do the work of the miniſter for him.

1773) * 
rejected the bill. 


In the year 1779, March 1oth, the bill was a 
third time introduced to the attention of the houſe 
of commons ; on which day, the houſe reſolved, 
that it would immediately go into a committee of 
the whole houſe ; which it did do accordingly, Mr.

Other correſponding queſtions, immediately, if 
not equally, affecting the principles of religious li- 
berty, and the conſequent happineſs of mankind, 
have alſo been brought before parliament ſince the 
preſentation of the clerical petition. 

In 1778. on the 14th of May, the late fir 
George Savile moved for leave to bring in a bill 
for the repeal of certain penalties and diſabilities 
provided in an act of the 10 and 11 of Will. iii. 
entitled, © an act to prevent the further growth 
of popery.” He was ſeconded by the late Mr. 
Dunning. And it was thereupon ordered, ne- 
mine contradicente, that leave be given to bring in 
a bill for relieving his majeſty's roman catholic 
ſubjects from certain penalties and difabilities im- 
poſed on them by the ſaid act: and that fir George 
Savile, Mr. Dunning, the lord. Beauchamp, Mr. 
ſerjeant Adair, Mr. Howard, Mr. Attorney Gene- 


ral, the lord advocate of Scotland, lord John 


Cavendiſh, and Mr. Morton, do * 1 bring 
in the ſame *. 


This bill was ſo unge well received 
by parliament, that it paſſed with more than uſual 
rapidity the forms of both houſes, at the

cloſe ah an intereſting ſeſſions. It was preſented: 
the day following, (May 15) read a ſecond time 
on the 18th; committed «and conſidered on the 
2cth; and read a third time, and paſſed, and fir 
Geo. Saville ordered to carry it to the lords on 
the 21ſt of the ſame month *®, 

The houſe of lords were no leſs expeditious in 
their proceedings. So early as the 2d of June 
their lordſhips ſent a meſſage to the commons 
that they had agreed to the bill with ſome amend- 
ments, and deſired their concurrence. Theſe 
were immediately taken into conſideration and 
agreed to, and the amended bill returned to the 
lords the ſame day; and the next day (the 3d 
of June) received the royal aſſent f. 

This act, ſhort as it comes of giving the ro- 
man catholics a juſt toleration of their religious 
opinions, or the rights of citizenſhip, was after- 
wards made the ſhameleſs pretence for the outrages 
committed in the capital in 1780, which were no 

other than the ebullitions of the, groſſeſt bigotry 
and ignorance, attended by a daring impatience

act, or of accruing of his title, being of the age of 21 years, 
or being of unſound mind, or in priſon, or beyond the ſeas, 
then within fix calendar months after ſuch diſability removed, 
take and ſubſcribe an oath in the words following : 

4 I. A. B. do fincerely promiſe and ſwear, that I will be 
faithful and bear true allegiance to his majeſty king George 
the third, and him will defend, to the utmoſt of my power 
againſt all conſpiracies and attempts whatever that ſhall be 
made againſt his perſon, crown, or dignity. And I will do 
my utmoſt endeavour to diſcloſe and make known to his 
majeſty, his heirs and ſucceflors, all treaſons and traiterous 
conſpiracies which may be formed againſt him or them. And 
I do faithfully promiſe to maintain, ſupport, and defend, to 
the utmoſt of my power, the ſucceſſidn of the crown in his 
majeſty's family, againſt any perſon or perſons whatſoever ; 
hereby utterly renouncing and abjuring any obedience or al- 
legiance unto the perſon taking upon himſelf the ſtyle and 
title of prince of Wales, inthe life-time of his father, and 
who, ſince his death, is ſaid to have aſſumed the ſtyle and 
title of king of Great Britain, by the name of Charles the 
third, and to any other perſon claiming or pretending a right 
to the crown of theſe realms. And I do ſwear, that I do re- 
ject and deteſt, as an unchriſtian and impious poſition, © that 
it is lawful to murder or deſtroy any perſon or perſons what- 
ſoever, for or under pretence of their being heretics ;* and 
alſo that unchriſtian and impiouy principle, that no faith is to 
be kept with heretics,” I further declare, that it is no article 
of my faith, and that I do renounce, reject and abjure, the 
opinion, © that princes excommunicated by the pope and coun- 
eil, or by any authority of the ſee of Rome, or by any au- 

| thority 
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government, as would. juſtly entitle the perſecuted, 
and almoſt proſcribed body of men who were

thorĩty whatſoever, may be depoſed or murdered by their ſub. 
je&s, or any perſon whatſoever.” And I do declare, that I 
do not believe that the pope of Rome, or any foreign prince, 
prelate, ſtate, or potentate, hath, or ought to have, any 
temporal or civil juriſdiction, power, ſuperiority, or preemi- 
nence, directly or indirectly, within this realm. And I do 
ſolemnly, in the preſence of God, profeſs, teſtify, and de- 
Clare, that I do make this declaration, and every part thereof, 
in the plain and ordinary ſenſe of the words of this oath; 
without any evaſion, equivocation, or mental reſervation 
whatever, and without any diſpenſation already granted 
by the pope, or any authority of the ſee of Rome, or any 
perſon whatever, and without thinking that I am or can 
be acquitted before God or man, or abſolyed of this declara- 
tion, or any part thereof, although the pope, or any other 
perſons or authority whatſoever, ſhall diſpenſe with or annul 
the ſame, or declare that it was null or void.“ See Burn's 
Juſtice, title popery, vol. iv. p. 21. edit. x6th.

THE late application to parliament, for the 

repeal of the corporation and teſt acts, appeared ſo 


clearly founded on the unalterible principles of 
reaſon and juſtice, that we-cannot but regard the 


manner in which it was defeated, and the violent 
fpirit that has been raiſed againſt us, not only as 


an injury to ourſelves, but as a diſcredit to the 
character of a free and enlightened nation. All 


that we claimed from our country, was to be 


delivered from certain ignominious diſqualifica- 
tions impoſed by laws, which deprived us of our 


rights as men and as citizens. By theſe laws, 
unleſs we take the ſacrament of the lotd's ſupper 
according to the uſage of the church of England, 
in violation of Sur conſciences, we are not only 
excluded from W though we 
| thould

ſhould be unanimouſly elected to them by thoſe 
who, from a perſonal knowledge of our characters, 
muſt be the .beſt judges of our merits, but are 
made incapable of being appointed to any office or 
place of truſt, whether civil, military, or naval, 
or of receiving from the king any reward for ſer- 
vices done to the public, without becoming liable 
to diſabilities and penalties, which would ſtrip us 
of many of our deareſt rights, and place us nearly 
in the ſituation of proſcribed outlaws. Was it to 
be expected that we ſhould continue for ever ſilent 
under grievances, thus diſgraceful and galling to 
every liberal mind ? If we had not ſought for the 
redreſs of them; we ſhould have been wanting to 
the feelings and dignity of freemen. Nor, in ſeek- 
ing for redreſs, have we purſued any irregular or 
unjuſtifiable meaſures, but have referred ourſelves 
peaceably and reſpectfully to the body in which 
the right of making and of altering laws is con-

tions appointed for holding them, That our reli- 
gious profeſſion is not in itſelf criminal 1 is acknow- 
ledged even by our opponents, fince it is univer- 
ſally declared by them that they wiſh to tolerate 
us in our religion; and it is not to be ſuſpected 
that they are willing to tolerate what they believe 
to be a crime. Bur, if we are not chargeable with 
guilt for worſhipping God according to our con- 
ſciences, on what reaſonable pretence are we de- 
prived of our civil rights? Our opinions in reli- 

gion do not render us leſs able, leſs willing, or leſs 
' worthy, to act in a public capacity, and to perform 


the moſt faithful and zealous ſervices to our. king 
and our country. : 


From the manner, however, in which our appli- 
cation to parliament has been oppoſed, and from 
the writings, which, with. ſo much virulence, have | 
appeared againſt us, it ſeems as if we were regarded 
as diſloyal ſubjects. ' But we ſpurn with indignation 
at this charge. It is unjuſt, in the higheſt degree, 


to caſt ſuch a reproach upon perſons, who have 
been uniformly and ardently devoted to the frame 


of our government, as ſettled at the revolution, 
and to the princes of the houſe of Brunſwic. F or 
the truth of this aſſertion we appeal to the whole

of our conduct for more than a century paſt. The 
two rebellions, for example, of 1715 and 1745, 
could not boaſt the ſupport of a ſingle proteſtant- 
diſſenter.

[* The word . indemnification” does not appear ſuf- 
ficiently to expreſs the humiliating ſituation to which the 
proteſtant-diſſenters were reduced by their allegiance and 
loyalty in the years 1745 and 1746, or indeed the intention 
and operation of the act of parliament, to which it refers. 
The ſtatute in queſtion was 20 Geo. ii. c. 52. which paſſed

Whilſt ſuch has been the invariable courſe of | 
our behaviour, we cannot avoid expreſſ ng our 
ſurpriſe and concern that we ſhould ſo often be 
reproachfully branded with the name of repub.

The 
eccleſiaſtical conſtitution | of this kingdom is too 
firmly eſtabliſhed to reft upon theſe ſtatutes. It 
ſubſiſted previouſly to the laws in diſpute, and we 
cannot conceive why it ſhould not ſubſiſt as firmly 
without them.—lt was with no hoſtile intention that 
we engaged in the late applications to parliament ; 
but merely to claim our rights as faithful citizens 
and loyal ſubjects, and to reſcue ourſelves from un- 
merited diſnonour. The moſt zealous diſſenters 
have only wiſhed to maintain their cauſe by reaſon 
and argument. Though we are impelled by con- 
ſcience to diſſent in certain matters of religion from 
the majority of our countrymen, we firmly deny 
that we have ever aimed, either in ſpeculation ar 
practice, at political power for the purpoſe of 
injuring the eſtabliſhed church. At the ſame time 
that we aſſert our Claim to think and act for our- 
ſelves in our religious capacities, we allow the 
lame privilege to others. And our general good-

will to our brethren of the eftabliſhment has been 
evinced by the tenor of our conduct. We have 
not appoſed the legal demands which have been 
made upon us for the ſupport of the church: we 
have not aſked far a repeal of the laws that relate 
to her benefices: we have left her revenues, powers, 
and privileges unmoleſted.; and, in our voluntary 


contributions to clergymen, we have rather ex- 
ceeded, than been deficient. 


It would carry us too far to enter into all the 
objections which inattention, ignorance, prejudice, 
and art, have raiſed againſt our application to par- 
liament. They have been completely anſwered in 
various publications; and ſome of them may, per- 
haps, be noticed in a future addreſs to our coun- 
trymen. Let it ſuffice to ſay, at preſent, that we 
are not diſcouraged by our late defeat; but ſhall 
cheriſh the confidence, that, when the application 
for relief from our grievances is renewed, we ſhall 
not be cenſured as obſtinately perſiſting in fruitleſs 
attempts. The time will ſpeedily arrive, when a 
generous nation, that of late has been miſled by 
falſe alarms, and inſidious and bigoted miſrepre- 
ſentations, ſhall return to calmer feelings and more 
ſober reflection. A reſtoration to our rights muſt 
neceſſarily reſult from the progreſs of truth, juſtice, 
and ſound policy.
